Pall  grain  sowings  in  the  U.S.S.R.  up  to  October  5  were  76,584,000 
acres  or  72  per  cent  of  tile  plan,  which,  compares  with  72,618,000  acres  or 
68  per  cent  of  last  year's  plan,  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  cabled  on 
October  15*     In  view  of  the  slow  progress  of  sowings  in  important  regions 
it  is  doubtful  if  the  plan  will  be  completed,  the  message  states.  Earlier 
completion  of  sowings  as  compared  with  last  year  is  thought  necessary 
because  of  the  anticipated  early  setting  in  of  frosts  this  year,  as  well 
as  the  desire  to  prevent  the  reoccurrence  of  winter  kill  and  damage  to 
late  sown  crous  apparently  experienced  a  year  ago,  when  the  sowing  campaign 
continued  into  late  autumn. 

Further  falling  off  of  procurings  was  reported  at  the  beginning  of 
October  in  the  llorth  Caucasus,  Ukraine,  middle  and  lower  Volga  regions  and 
the  central  Black  soil  region,  the  principal  wheat  regions  of  European 
Russia,  with  storage  and  transportation  difficulties  mentioned  in  several 
regions.    Yields  were  said  to  be  disappointing  in  the  North  Caucasus, 
western  Siberia,  Ural  region,  Rashkoorian  republic,  the  eastern  section  of 
the  middle  Volga  region  and  the  procuring  plan  in  these  regions  has  been 
revised  downward,  Mr.  Steere  states.    The  plan  for  September  procurings 
was  reported  at  fully  30  per  cent  of  the  total  yearly  plan. 

Uith  the  exception  of  Siberia,  the  Par  East  region,  Ural  region, 
Easbkeerian  republic  and  hasaksten,  harvesting  was  finished  but  the  grain 
was  only  about  half  threshed.    Harvesting  of  corn  and  technical  crops 
such  as  sunflower  seed,  sugarbeets,  etc.  was  slow. 

Foreign  crop  conditions 

Europe 

■A-uturnn  work  had  started  everywhere  in  Germany  at  the  beginning  of 
October  but  was  impeded  by  the  wet  condition  of  the  soil,  Mr.  Steere  cables. 
It sly  experienced  abundant  rains  in  the  central  region  with  dryness  pre- 
vailing in  the  south  and  inland.  ' 

Australia 

Generally  very  favorable  weather  is  reported  for  south  and  western 
Australia  but  rainfall  is  unsatisf actors^  on  the  States  of  New  South  Wales 
and  Victoria,  according  to  a  cable  on  October  16  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agricultn.ro.    Yields  arc  expected  to  bo  larger  than  the  aver- 
age of  the  past  five  years  which  has  been  about  11  bushels  for  the  Common- 
wealth, as'  a  '.hole  and  around  11.5  bushels  for  the  2  States  of  Now  South 
Vales  and.  Victoria.    About  30  per  cent  of  the  crop  in  Hew  South  T7alos  is 
said  to  be  very  forward  for  the  season  while  the  balance  of  its  crop  is 
very  uneven. 
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Argentina 

The  cereal  and  flax  crop  conditions  in  Argentina  is  reported  good 
and  the  weather  favorable,  according  to  a  cable  on  October  19  from  the 
International.  Institute  of  Agriculture .    Gemination  was  said  to  be'  even 
and  -uniform  with  no  damage  of  great  importance  noted.

Europe 

Continental  wheat  markets  were  generally  better  and  prices  higher 
during  the  second  week  of  October,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.  Holland 
reported  better  inquiry  of  all  descriptions  of  wheat  and  Belgium  had  a 
moderate  business  in  spot  hard  winter  wheat,  Russian  and  Plate  wheats. 
Reduced  offers  of  domestic  wheat  in  Prance  strengthened  the  market  slightly. 
Domestic  wheat  on  the  Italian  market  was  unchanged  but  Russian  wheat  was 
lower.    The  new  exchange  regulations  in  Austria  hampered  foreign  business 
and  only  a  small  turnover  was  reported.    Domestic  prices  were  unchanged. 
Small  offers  resulted  in  a  firm  domestic  market  in  C z o cho s 1 o vaki a .  Both 
the  trade  and  mills  regard  the  import  allowance  as  insufficient,  Mr.  Steere 
states.     In  view  of  the  reported  slow  marketing  of  wheat  and  rye  in  Germany, 
stocks  were  smaller  than  generally  anticipated.    The  political  uncertainty 
was  said  to  bo  restricting  domestic  business.     Offers  continued  small  and 
the  flour  trade  was  very  quiet.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin 
on  October  14-  -as  214.5  marks  ($1.32  on  the  basis  of  current  rate  of  exchange) 
compared  with  216.5  ($1.35)  a  week  ago.    The  price  of  rye  on  October  14  was 
187  marks  ($1.08)  against  188  marks  ($1.10)  the  previous  week. 

T  okyo 

Consul  General  Garrels  at  Tokyo  reports  the  following  wheat  prices 
at  the  mill  on  October  1:    Western  white  No.  2,  $.S4  per  bushel;  Canadian 
Ho.  5,  $.84;  Australian,  f .a.q.  $.83;  Domestic  standard  grade,  $.82; 
Portland  wheat,  western  white  Ho.  2,  cif  Yokohama,  $.57  per  bushel  with 
duty  and  landing  charges  excluded. 

Imports  of  wheat  during  the  month  of  August  were  as  follows:  United 
States,  215,000  bushels;  Canada  373,000;  Australia  634,000;  total  imports 
for  the  month,  1,233,000  bushels. 

The  ••holesale  price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  October  1  was  $1.05 
per  bag  of  4-S  pounds.    The  total  exports  of  flour  for  August  amounted  to 
125,000  barrels  of  196  pounds.    The  export  demand  for  wheat  flour  was  poor 
and  less  than  normal  stocks  were  reported  on  hand.    Poor  activity  of  the 
mills  was  caused  by  the  Chinese  boycott  of  Japanese  goods  and  consequently 
flour  exports  dropped  sharply.    Domestic  demand  was  fairly  strong  although 
tnero  was  considerable  uneasiness  in  business  circles  due  to  the  departure 
from  the  gold  standard  by  England.

Pheat  trices 

Futures  -orices  of  wheat  were  higher  on  October  17  than  a  week  earlier 
at  some  of  the  -heat  markets,  whereas  at  others  the  price  was  the  sane  as  on 
October  10.    At  Chicago,  the  closing  price  of  December  futures  on  October 
17  was  52  cents  as  compared  to  50  cents  on  October  10  and  at  Kansas  City,  44 
cents  as  against  43  cents  a  week  earlier.    At  Minneapolis,  December  futures 
were  52  cents  on  both  dates.    A  similar  situation  was  reported  at  the  foreign 
markets  of  Uinnioeg  and  Buenos  Aires,  while  at  Liverpool  the  price  advanced 
from  55  to  56  cents  per  bushel. 

Cash  prices  advanced  during  the  week  ended  October  16  at  all  of  the 
principal  markets  in  the  United  States,    ho.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City 
averaged  47  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  16  as  compared  to  41.7  cents 
for  the  week  ended  October  9.    Ho.  1  Dark  northern  Soring  at  Minneapolis 
advanced  from  an  average  of  69,1  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  9  to 
71.4  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  13.    ho.  2  Amber  Durum  averaged  73.2 
cents  for  the  week  ended  October  IS  as  compared  to  71.7  cents  for  the  pre- 
vious week.'  '  ho.  2  Red  '"inter  at  St.  Louis  advanced  from  45.3  cents  to 
49.6  cents  during  the  week.    Western  white  at  Seattle  averaged  52.6  cents 
for  the  wee;-:  ended  October  9  as  compared  to  53  cents  for  the  previous  week. 
All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  average  59.2  cents  for  the  week  as 
compared  to  52.3  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  9. 


Smaller  Russian  wheat  crop  indicated 


Despite  the  increase  in  tie  1930-31  wheat  acreage  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R. 
production  this  year  is  not  expected  to  equal  that  of  a  year  ago,  recording 
to  assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  Christy  of  the  Berlin  office  of  the 
United  States  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  estimated  wheat  acreage 
planted  for  the  harvest  of  1931  is  placed  at  92,539,000  acres  of  which  about 
70  per  cent  was  spring  wheat.    Recent  reports,  states  Mr.  Christy,  indicate 
a  considerable  abandonment  of  winter  wheat  with  the  average  around  15  per  cent. 
Some  loss  of  soring  wheat  due  to  various  causes  was  also  indicated. 

Yields  thus  far  reported  this  year  arc  far  below  those  of  1930 
and  are  even  lolow  average.    Reported  yields  from  llorth  Caucasus  are  only 
8.5  quintals  per  hectare  (12.6  bushels  per  acre)  for  winter  wheat  and  5.1 
(7.6  bushels  per  acre)  which  indicates  an  average  yield  for  all  wheat  of 
about  7.0  cuintals  per  hectare  (10.4  bushels  per  acre).    The  yields  this 
year  in  h^rth  Caucasus  arc  as  usual  reported  somewhat  above  the  average 
for  the  .Union.    The  average  wheat  yield  last  year  .appears  to  have  been 
about  3.73  quintals  per  hectare  (13.0  bushels  per  acre)  and  compares  with  , 
the  previous  high  post-war  yield  of  3.6  quintals  (about  12.8  bushels), 
the  report  states. 
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The  -wheat  crop  for  the  U.S.S.R.  in  general  appears  to  "be  rather 
spotted  with  a  poor  crop  certain  in  the  southeast.    The  Volga  regions, 
Bashkeeria  and  western  Siberia  have  suffered  from  a  protracted  period 
of  drought  and  hot  dry  winds.    Reports  from  North  Caucasus  and  Ukraine 
though  more  favorable,  also  indicate  unfavorable  crops  in  many  sections. 

The  quality  of  this  year' s  crop  is  also  expected  to  be  below  that 
of  last  year  as  a  result  of  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  Shrivel- 
ing has  been  caused  by  the  excessive  heat  in  several  regions  while  in 
others  the  unfavorable  harvesting  weather  has  apparently  resulted  in  a 
high  moisture  content,  Mr.  Christy  states.    Sprouting  is  reported  in  the 
late  harvested  grain,  much  of  which  remained  in  the  fields  for  a  con- 
siderable time. 

Russian  shipments  of  wheat  through  south  Russian  ports  during 
the  four  weeks  ended  September  23  were  more  than  double  those  of  the 
corresponding  period  a  year  ago  totalling  20,319,000  bushels.  Shipments 
of  barley  and  rye  were  also  more  significant  than  for  the  same  period 
in  1930.    Most  of  the  revival  of  wheat  business  on  the  English  market 
during  the  week  immediately  following  the  devaluation  of  the  British 
currency  is  reported  to  have  taken  place  in  wheats  of  Russian  origin, 
as  the  Russians  were  about  the  only  ones  who  were  willing  to  accept  the 
pound  sterling  in  payment.     It  appeals  that  the  Russians  can  readily 
accept  the  pound  in  payment  without  fear  of  any  loss  as  many  of  their 
obligations  are  also  in  Eriti-sh  currency.    About  2,200,000  bushels  of 
wheat  are  reported  as  having  been  sold  during  the  week  ended  September  26. 

Although  shipments  of  the  three  main  crops  showed  a  further  inr- 
crease  as  compared  with  the  previous  four  weeks,*  a.  falling  off  of  cha.rterings 
for  the  Black  Sea  ports  appeared  to  indicate  an  approaching  slnmp  in  ex- 
ports of  grain  from  tha/t  source.    This  supposition  wa.s  strengthened  by  the 
less  favorable  reports  gradually  becoming  available  on  the  outturn  of  this 
year' s  wheat  crop.    In  spite  of  these  indications  pointing  to  a  probable 
reduction  of  Russian  grain  exports,  it  must  be  admitted  that  a  considerable 
degree  of  uncertainty  still  remains.    Practically  nothing  is  known  as  to 
.  the  extent  of  the  Russian  carry-over  from  the  pa.st  season,  which,,  of  course, 
has  considerable  bearing  on  Russian  future  export  plans,  Mr.  Christjr  states. 
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RICE 

Smaller  rice  crop  indicated  in  Orient 

Japan 


Consul  Garrels  states  that  the  rice  estimate  released  on  October  1 
was  on  the  "basis  of  existing  conditions  on  September  20.    The  estimate  on 
that  date  indicated  a  current  crop  of  18,210,024,000  pounds  of  cleaned 
rice  compared  with  21,017,000,000  pounds  last  year.    This  decrease  of  13.3 
per  cent  in  the  1931  procudtion  was  due  to  unfavorable  weather  at  planting 
time, with  too  much  rain  and  cold  weather  during  the  transplanting  and 
flowering  seasons,  the  message  states.    The  northern  districts  suffered 
from  insect  damage  also.    Tokyo  and  Fukawawa  middle  grade  rice  was  2.73 
cents  per  pound  on  October  1. 

Chosen 


The  1S31  Chosen  rice  crop  is  now  estimated  at  5,137,000,000  pounds 
of  cleaned  rice  as  compared  with  6,026,000,000  pounds  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  from  Vice  Consul  Stephan  at  Seoul.

FEED  GRAINS 
Corn 


The  1931  corn  production  in  the  .15  countries  which  have  now  re- 
ported and  which  last  year  accounted  for  nearly  88  per  cent  of  the  Northern 
.Hemisphere  total  exclusive  of  Russia,  amounts  to  3,329,501,000  bushels,  an 
increase  of  22,6  per  cent  over  the  1930  production  in  those  countries.  This 
increase  is  largely  due  to  the  size  of  the  United  States  crop  as  compared 
with  the  small  crop  of  last  year.    The  production  in  the  European  countries 
as  a  whole  shows  a  small  increase  over  that  of  last  year,  -while  there  is 
a  slight  decrease  in  Manchuria  and  a  decrease  of  more  than  34  per  cent  in 
the  North  African  countries  so-  far  reported.     See  corn  acreage  and  produc- 
tion tables,  page  695. 
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Corn  exports  from  the  leading  exporting  countries  since  November  1 
1930,  have  been  nearly  48  per  cent  above  those  of  the  previous  season,  in 
spite  of  much  smaller  exports  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  coun- 
tries and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.     Argentine  exports  from  the  large 
1930-31  crop  continue  very  heavy.     The  shipment  of  15,039,000  bushels 
during  the  week  ended  October  10  was  the  largest  weekly  export  on  record 
there.     The  previous  record  export  was  during  the  week  ended  August  15, 
when  11,905,000  bushels  wero  shipped.    See  corn  trade  trade,  page  697. 

Mill  grindings  of  corn  in  Canada  during  August  amounted  to  150,000 
bushels  compared  with  235,000  bushels  diiring  August,  1930.    Mill  produc- 
tion of  corn  flour  and  meal  totaled  2,278,000  pounds  against  2,195,000 
pounds  during  August  last  year. 

Barley 

The  threshing  of  barley  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Province  by 
October  10  had  been  practically  completed  in  Manitoba;  75  per  cent  com- 
pleted in  Saskatchewan  and  60  per  cent  in. Alberta,  according  to  reports 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.     In  the  U.S.S.R.  barley  sowing  has  made 
fair  progress  in  the  north,  but  is  vjry  backward  in  the  south.     In  the 
Balkans  the  weather  has  continued  favorable.    The  crop  in  Sweden  has 
turned  out  about  average.    The  condition  of  the  barley  t'-rop  in  England 
and  Wales  as  of  October  1  was  96  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  ten 
years  compared  with  94  per  cent  last  year. 

The  1931  baric;/  production  in  51  countries  reported,  which  last 
year  accounted  for  about  82  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere 
total  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  1,122,536,000  bushels, 
a  decrease  of  nearly  18  per  cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries 
last  year.     The  harvest  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  was  nearly  39 
per  cent  bulow  that  of  last  year,  the  net  total  for  the  21  European  coun- 
tries reported  was  8.5  per  cent  below,  while  the  Asiatic  countries  showed 
a  6  per  cent  decrease.     The  North  African  countries,  on  the  other  hand, 
increased  nearly  4  per  cent.    See  tables,  showing  barley  acreage  and 
production,  pages  694  and  696. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  principrl  exporting  countries  since 
July  1  have  been  more  than  50  per  cent  bolow  those  of  last  year.  United 
States  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  10  continued  small,  while 
prices  declined  a  little.    See  tables  showing  barley  trade  and  prices, 
pages  697  and  698. 
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Canadian  stocks  of  "barley  on  October  9  amounted  to  11,186,000 
bushels  compared  with  30,340,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year.  Mill 
grindings  of  barley  in  Canada  during  August  totaled  103,000  bushels 
against  83,000  during  August,  1930. 

Total  stocks  of  r.inter  barley  in  Germany  on  September  15  amounted 
to  53  per  cent  of  the  total  production,  while  the  stocks  available  for 
sale  amounted  to  11  per  cent.     Stocks  of  springbarley  on  that  date 
represented  92  per  cent  of  the  total  harvest  and  stocks  available  for 
sale  64  per  cent.    See  table,  page  698  • 

Oats 

Host  of  the  oats  threshing  in  Manitoba,  Canada,  had  been  conv« 
plcted  by  October  10,  according  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  In 
Saskatchewan,  about  75  per  cent  had  been  completed  and  in  Alberta  61  per 
cent.    The  mdition  of  the  oats  crop  in  England  and  Wales  as  of  October 
1  was  99  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  10  years  compared  with  96 
per  cent  on  that  date,  last  year. 

The  1931  oats  production  in  ^5  countries  reported,  which  last 
year  accounted  for  aaout  92  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  total 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  3,069,343,000  bushels,  a  de- 
crease of  7  per  cent  from  the  1930  production  in  those  countries.  The 
total  crop  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  is  about  15  per  cent  below 
that  of  last  year,  while  the  production  in  the  Horth  African  coun tries 
is  nearly  35  per  cent  below.    The  total  crop  in  the  19  European  coun- 
tries reported  is  more  than  3  per  cent  larger  than  last  year.  The 
previous  estimate  for  the  crop  in  Poland  has  been  increased  by  nearly 
2,300,000  bushels  to  172,234,000  bushels,  and  is  next  to  the  record 
crop  within  present  boundaries.    See  oats  acreage  and  production  tables, 
pages  694  and  695  . 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since 
July  1  have-  been  nearly  35  vor  cent  above  those  of  last  year.  United 
States  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  10  continued  small,  while 
prices'  declined  slightly.    See  tables  showing  oats  trade  and  prices, 
pages  697  and698  .. 

Canadian  stocks  of  oats  on  October  9  amounted  to  8,596,000  bush- 
els compared  with  10,210,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year.  Mill 
grindings  of  oats  in  Canada  during  Aiigust  totaled  836,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  817,000  bushels  during  August,  1930.      Mill  production  of 
oatmeal  and  rolled  oats  amounted  to  10,239,000  poimds  against  Jl, 032, 000 
po-undj?  during  A^e?rot  last  year. 
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Stocks  of  oats  in --store  in  Germany  on  S ept ember-"  15  ■  qnoun ted  to 
94  per  cent  of  the  total  production  of  440,730,000  bushels  or  414,286,000 
bushels.     Stocks  available  for  sale  on  that  date  were  23  per  cent  of 
the  crop  or  101,368,000  bushels.     See  table,  page  698, 

Potato  production  in  1931 

The  1931  potato  crop  in  North  America  is  reported  to  be  larger 
than  in  either  of  the  past  two  years  but  the  European  crop  appears  to 
be  somewhat  smaller. 

The  United  States  crop  is  estimated  at  374,751,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  343,236,000  bushels  in  1930.    In  Canada  the  crop  is  estimated 
at  92,558,000  bushels  compared  with  89,402,000  bushels  last  year.  The 
yields  being  realized  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Ontario  are  con- 
siderably above  average  but  in  the  Maritime  and  Prairie  Provinces  and 
British  Columbia  the  yields  are  well  below  average,  though  the  quality 
is  generally  high. 

Estimates  of  production  in  17  European  countries  which  produce 
between  75  and  80  per  cent  of  the  total  European  crop  exclusive  of 
Russia,  total  3,805,  million  bushels  compared  with  3,914.  million  in  1930 
and  3,936  million  in  1929.    Potato  production  is  an  important  factor  in  the 
grain  utilization  of  many  European  countries.      The  crop  of  1,592  million 
bushels  in  Germany  is  nearly  140  million  bushels  less  than  last  year  but  is, 
however,  above  average.      Under  a  government  decree  issued  October  7, 
German  bakers  must  utilize  5  per  cent  potato  flour.    The  mixing  of  potato 
flour  and  wheat  flour  is  not  required.    Authorities  expect  that 
the  obligatory  use  of  potato  flour  will  increase  the  consumption  of 
potato  flour  50,000  to  70,000  metric  tons  (110  to  154  million  pounds) 
and  will  repla.ee  wheat  flour  to  a  maximum  of  50,000  metric  tons  (110 
million  pounds) . 

Poland  and  Czechoslovakia  have  each  reported  crops  somewhat  above 
last  year.  Prance,  which  ranks  next  to  Germany  and  Poland  in  production, 
has  not  issued  an  estimate  of  the  1931  crop  but  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture  reports  that  a  larger  crop  is  expected  there.  Rainy 
weather  in  August  and  early  September  encouraged  mildew  and  rot,  lowering 
tho  quality  of  a  large  part  of  the  French  crop.  The  yield  in  the  Briti sh 
Isles  is  reported  below  average  and  the  prolonged  wet  weather  has  affected 
the  quality. 

There  is  a  lack  of  definite  information  for  U.S .S.R.  but  the  acre- 
age -under  potatoes  was  reported  increased  from  14,378,000  acres  in  1930 
to  14,838,000  acres  in  1931.    ,~v*r:;  See  table  of  potato  production  in 
spen±£ii5d  r^o-oritrlns,  192£~1931,  page    703.  . 
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Increased... sorgum    acreage  planned  in  U.S.S.R* 

A  narked  increase  in  the  1933  sorgum  acreage  is  planned  by  the 
Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of  U.S.S.R.  and  measures  are  prescribed  by  a 
special  decr^cc  to  put  the  plan  into  operation,  according  to  "Socialist 
Agriculture"  of  September  20,  1931. 

The  fact  that  sorgum  possesses  considerable  drought  resistance 
and  is  a  go  d  feed  for  livestock  is  given  as  the  reason  for  the  proposed 
expansion  of  the  area  in  the  arid  and  semi-arid  southeastern  and  southern 
regions  of  Soviet  Russia.      The  insurance  of  a  stable  feed  supply  in  these 
districts  is  said  to  be  very  desirable.

The  1932  plan  calls  for  a  sorgum  area  of  1,285,000/ of  which  500,000 
acres  arc  to  be  devoted  to  the  growing-  of  sorgun  for  grain  and  785,000 
for  feed.

COTTON 

Inprovod  cotton  denand  at  Liverpool 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  was  reported  greatly  inproved  at  Liverpool 
during  the  week  ended  October  16.      Prices  of  all  cotton  reported  were 
above  those  listed  for  the  previous  two  weeks.    American  middling  was 
quoted  at  7. .66  cents  per  pound,  basis  currant    exchange.    The  market  was 
said  to  be  responding  to  improved  hone  and  foreign  trade.    The  cable  of 
prices  on  October  9  was  not  received  and  sales  for-  the  past  two  weeks, 
have  not  been  reported.    See. price  table,  page  701  • 

At  Manchester  spot  demand  was  reported  active  and  business  in- 
creasing for  practically  all  growths.    Yarn  prices  have  advanced  more 
than  cotton  and  sales  rwere  reported  encouraging.    Substantial  cloth 
inquiry  from  India  was  noted  along  with  further  sales  of  yarn  and  cloth 
for  China.    A  busy  week  was  reported  at  Havre  with,  a  good  demand  in  all 
spinning  districts.    Spinners  demand  at  Bremen  was  said  to  be  satisfac- 
tory although  the  general  volume  of  local  and  interior  business  was 
comparatively  small. 

Indian  cotton  area  slightly  below  last  year 

The  1931  cotton  area  in  India  as  indicated  by  the  October  1  fore- 
cast was  19,654,000  acres  as  compared  with  20,506,000  acres  reported 
on  that  date  last  year,  according  .to.  information  received  from  the 
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Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  and  Statistics  at  Calcutta.  This 
represents  a  dccrer.se  of  4.2  per  cent  from  the  1930  October  1  estimate 
while  on  August  1  plantings  were  6.4  per  cent  below  those  on  the  corresponding 
date  a  year  ago.    Plantings  reported  by  August  1  this  year  were  placed  at 
13,926,000  acres..     Sec  acreage  table,  page  700,  . 

Russian  cotton  crop  pr_ospocts 

In  Soviet  Russia  the  cotton  acreage  in'  1931-32  is  estimated  at    •  • 
5,824,000  acres,  an  increase  of  50.5  per  cent  over  the  3,870,000  acres  re- 
ported for  last  year.     Reports  indicate  that  the  growing  conditions 
have  been  favorable  and  it  is  probable  that  the  production  will  be  above 
1930-31,     The  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  reports  that  the  1931-32 
crop  is  expected  to  be  80  per  cent  larger  than  last  year,  using  1,596,000 
bales  of  4~8  pounds  as  the  production  in  1930-31  which  is  a  narked  downward 
revision  from  the  earlier  estimates  and  compares  with  the  -figure  1,850,000 
bales  being  r.sed  by  this  Bureau  until  more  information  is  available. 

The  Institute's  estimate  for  last  season' appears  small  unless 
last  year's  acreage  is  revised  downward  as  it  makes  the  resulting  yields  the 
lowest  since  1924-25, and  also  considerably  below  the  average  for  the  last 
five-year  period.     It  is  rather  problematical  whether  the  1931-32  crop  will 
increase  as  much  as  80  per  cent  over  the  1930-31  crop. 


FRUITS,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

Canadian  fruit  crccs.  estimated  

A  1931  apple  crop' in  Canada  of  3,656, 000. barrels  against  5,411,000 
barrels  last  year  was  indicated  by  conditions  on  October  1,  according  to 
the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture,    This  is  an. increase  of  22,000 
barrels  over  the  September  estimate  and  except  for  1929,  represents  the 
largest  apple  crop  in  Canada  in  the  past  six  years.    The  increase  this 
season  is  due  mainly  to  the  larger  crop  in  eastern  Canada,  as.  the  western 
boxed  apple  crop  in  British  Columbia,  is  reported  much  below  last  year.  See 
table,  page  703for  Canadian  production  by  provinces. 
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The  poach  crop  ;is  still  estimated  ay  915,500  "bushels  against 
755,600  last  year  and  pears  at  394,000  bushels  compared  with  437,000  bushels 
in  1930. 

Mediterranean  Basin  orange  crop  larger 

The  1931-32  production  of  oranges  and  mandarins  in  countries  of 
commercial  importance  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin  is  expected  to  total 
47,200,000  boxes,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nielsen  at  Marseille. 
This  compares  with  45,041,000  "boxes  estimated  to  have  been  harvested  in  these 
areas  last  season.     Larger  crops  than  a  year  ago  are  indicated  for  Spain  end 
Palestine,  while  the  yields  in  Italy  and  Algeria  are  expected  to  be  somewhat 
less.  , 

The  orange  crop  in  Spain  promises  to  "be  of  good  quality,  according 
to  Mr.  Motz  at  London.    Early  trading  is  reported  slow  owing  to  the  un- 
settled European  conditions.    Efforts  are  "being  made  to  postpone  the  start 
of  the  Spanish  orange  season  until  November  10.     First  shipments  of  Palestine 
oranges  are  expected  about  November  8.

Filbert  prospects  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin

$n*fia£9%t  estimates  of  the  1931  filbert  crop  in  the  countries  of 
the  Mediterranean  3asin  indicate  a  total  crop  of  88,400  short  tons  as 
compared  with  87,525  short  tons  last  year.    The  distribution  of  this  year's 
crop,  however,  is  notably  different  from  that  of  a  year  ago  with  the 
prospective  Spanish  production  more  than  twice  as  large  while  the  filbert 
harvest  in  Turkey  is  expected  to  be  only  slightly  more  than  half  that  of 
last  year.     The  1931  estimates  in  short  tons  by  districts  with  last  year's 
figures  in  parenthesis  are:     Spain,  Tarragona  district,  24,000  (10,000); 
Asturia^  district,  1,400  (525);  Italy,  Nfplcs  district  and  Sicily,  30,000 
(17,000)  and  Turkey  33,000  (60,000). 
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The  citrus  fruit  situation  in  the  Union. of  South  Africa 

The  citrus  fruit  season  is  nearly  over  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 
Total  shipments  to  October  9,  as  reported  "by  c.  C.  Taylor,  Agricultural 
Attache  at  Pretoria,  amounted  to  1,734,000  "bores  as  compared  with  1,890,000 
boxes  to  the  same  date  in  1930  and  1,144,000  "boxes  in  1929.    The  largest 
shipments  are  made  during  the  period  June -Sept ember ,  with  the  season  opening 
about  the  first  of  May  and  closing  the  last  of  October, 

•   Monthly  shipments  during  the  season  have  been  more  uniform  than 
in  previous  years.     This  was  due  principally  to  unusually  heavy  rains  in 
July,  which  prevented  the  picking  of  mature  fruit  and  delayed  the  maturing 
of  other  fruit,  combined  with  the  fact  that  early  shipments  were  unusually 
heavy  this  year.     In  the  case  of  grapefruit 5  shipments  were  somewhat  post- 
poned in  the  hope  of  receiving  better  prices  at  a  later  date.    Eor  table 
of  shipments,  see  page  701.    Efforts  are  being  made  in  South  Africa,  to 
lengthen  the  citrus  fruit  season,  according  to  Mr.  Taylor.     It  is  hoped  that 
oranges  may  be  brought  on  the  market  as  early  as  March,  and  that  the  season 
may  be  extended  to  February, 

Local  markets  are  of  increasing  importance  to  citrus  producers  in 
South  Africa.     In  1924  there  were  658,146  cases  of  oranges  and  3,530  cases 
of  grapefruit  sold  locally,  while  in  1925,  these  figures  increased  to  875,552 
cases  of  oranges  and  4,108  cases  of  grapefruit,  and  in  1926,  to  1,202,998 
cases  of  oranges  and  55,862  cases  of  grapefruit.    The  Western  Province 
Citrus  Exchange,  established  at  pearl  three  years  ago,  sells  practically 
all  of  its  fruit  on  the  local  markets,  where  better  prices  were  obtained  last 
season  than  from  overseas  shipments. 

The  average  price  received  overseas  for  Valencia  oranges  shipped 
from  Southern  Rhodesia  during  1930  was  $3.90  per  box  as  compared  with 
$3.80  for  all  varieties  of  oranges.     This  was  barely  profitable.  The 
prices  received  for  South  African  fruit,  however,  were  from  50  cents  to 
75  cents  per  box  better  than  those  received  by  Brazilian  shippers.     On  the 
other  hand,  oranges  from  California  were  reported  to  be  selling  within 
25  cents  to  50  cents  of  the  best  prices  for  South  African  oranges.  In 
view  of  the  low  net  returns  on  citrus  fruit,  it  is  probable  that  new 
plantings  will  be  very  light,  Mr.  Taylor  states. 
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LIVESTOCK,  I.EAT  AND  WOOL 

London  _ cured  -pork  trade  practices 

Mr.  H.  E.  Reed,  Meat  and  Wool  Specialist  in  London  for  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  recently  submitted  the  following  observations  on 
the  cured  pork-  trade  in  London,  particularly  with  respect  to  cuts  and 
terminology:  •       ,  .  . 

"Wholesalers  buy  the  cured  bacon  from  the  importers  and  smoke  it 
"before  selling  to  the  retailers.    Some  is  sold  in  the  whole  side,  "but 
the  v.holesaler  will  cut  it  into  the  wholesale  cuts  indicated  in  Fiure 
1  ( 13 age  681)  •    The  price  of  any  particular  cut  may  to  some  extent  govern 
the  way  the  cut  is  made  and  which  cuts  are  slighted  in  favor  of  others. 
The  cuts  shown  in  Figure.  1  are  self-explanatory,  "but  when  that  part  of 
the  fore-end  known. as  the  collar  ( see  Fig.  2)  is  included' with  the  part 
called  "back  ."bacon,  the  wholesale  cut  is  called  the  long  back. 

"The  method  of  cutting  up  .a  Wiltshire  side  in  the  retail  shops 
about  London  may  vary  somewhat  with  the"  trade  of  any  particular  shop. 
However,  the  most  common  method  employed  in  this  vicinity  is  as  illus- 
trated in  the  attached  Figure  2.    A  cutter  will  in  all  cases  cut  the 
side  in  any  way  his  customer  desires.    A  different  method  of  cutting  is 
employed  in  northern  England. 

"The  fore-end  is  cut  off  from  the  side  by  cutting  through  the 
second  and  third  ribs.    The  upper  part,  known  as  'the  collar,  is  sliced 
into  rashers  or  sold  whole,  for  boiling  or  use  according  to  taste. 
(The  shoulder  blade  has  of  course  been  removed  before  curing.) 

"The  lower  part  of  the  fore-end,  called  the  hock  or  fore-hock 
is  most  generally  sold  in  one  piece  for  boiling  purposes. 

"The  ham  or  gammon  is  cut  off  in  front  of  the  bone.     The  rhole 
piece  may  be  sold  this  way,  but  frequently  the  upper  part,  known  as 
the  corner  gammon  is  cut  off  and  sold  as  one  piece.     Should  the  trade 
desire,  the  ham  may  be  cut  off  a  few  inches  forward,  in  which  ce.se  the 
upper -part  is  then  longer  and  may  be  cut  into  rashers.    The  lower  part, 
the  gam-ion  hock  is  almost  always  sold  as  one  piece.    Some  shops  cut 
the  ham  into  the  corner .gammon,  the  middle  gammon  and  the  gammon  hock. 

"There  seems  to  be  more  uniformity  about  the  cutting  of  the 
middle  than  there  is  of  the  ends.    The.  middle  is  split  lengthwise, 
making  back  bacon  and  streeky  bacon.    Since  the  back  bacon  is  the  most 
valuable  there  is  quite  a  tendency  to  cut  all  possible  into  the  back. 
The  ribs  are  boned  out,  one  at  a  time,  and  the  bacon  sliced,  generally 
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on  a  slicing  machine  such  as  is  used  in  the  States.    Some  shops  weigh  the 
ribs  to  the  customer  with  the  "bacon;  others  discard  them  and  charge  accord- 
ingly.   Sometimes  the  loin  part  of  the  "bach  "bacon,  called  the  long  loin, 
is  cut  off  and  sold  in  one  piece,  or  sliced.    The  fact  that  the  loin  cut 
contains  part  of  the  pelvic'  "bones,  which  is  known  in  the  trade  here  as  the 
oyster  bone,  makes; it  difficult  to  slice  the  rear  part  of  this  cut.  Even 
when  the  bone  is  removed  rashers  are  not  as  attractive  as  the  rashers  from 
the  forward  portion  of  the  cut.    The  belly  or  streak  is  sliced.    This  may 
be  divided  into  the  streak  and  flank  as  indicated  in  Pig.  2,  or  into  the 
thick  streak,  thin  streak  and  flank. 

11  The  most  uniform  thing  about  the  method  of  cutting  employed  in 
and  around  London  is  that  the  side  is  cut  to  suit  the  customer's  desires. 
There  is  little  or  no  trimming  of  cuts.    The  only  reason  I  have  heard 
given  for  trimming  is  to  remove  portions,  spoiled  by  weather  or  flies. 
Even  with  the  mild  cure  employed  on  Wilt  shires,  cured  bacon  is  seldom  put 
in  the  "cold  room"  except  on  the  very  warmest  days.    One  firm  advises  that 
the  changing  of  temperatures  from  the  retail  room  to  the  cold  room  is 
detrimental  to  the  keeping  qualities" . 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Butter  -prices  in  European  markets  practically  unchanged 

No  important  change  from  the  previous  week  is  indicated  by  quotations 
cabled  from  the  principal  European  butter  markets  as  of  October  15.  The 
Copenhagen  official  quotation  was  equivalent  at  the  prevailing  exchange  rate 
to  20.5  cents,  the  same  as  on  the  previous  Thursday  and  with  the  New- York 
quotation  of  35.5  cents  also  unchanged  the  margin  continued  at  15.0  cent:s 
in  favor  of  the  domestic  market.    In  London,  Danish  was  quoted  at  the  equi- 
valent when  converted  at  the  prevailing  exchange  rate  of  22.4  cents  and 
New  Zealand  finest  salted  at  20.3  cents.

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THE  YUGOSLAV  GRAIK  MONOPOLY  aj  '/ 

A  series  of  laws  and  supplementary  decrees  enacted  and  issued 
by  the  Government  of  Yugoslavia  in  recent  months  has  given  the  Government 
a  complete  monopoly  of  the  wheat,  rye  and  wheat  flour  trade  of  that 
country.    These  measures  give  the  Government  the  exclusive  right  to 
import  and  export  wheat,  rye  and  wheat  flour,  the  exclusive  right  to 
purchase  certain  qualities  of  wheat  grown  in  certain -regions  of  the  coun- 
try, rigid  control  over  the  milling  industry  of "the  country,  and  the 
right  to  fix  the  prices  that  must  "be  paid  to  producers  for  all  wheat  pur- 
chased from  them.    All  of  these  activities  of  the  Government  are  admin- 
istered through  the  "privileged  Export  Company" ,  an  organization  formed 
on  Hay  15,  1930  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  sale  of  Yugoslav  products 
abroad.     The  Government  places  enough  money  at  the  disposal  of  the  Company 
so  that  it  can  purchase  all  of  the  wheat  offered  to  it  at  prices  fixed  by 
the  Council  of  Ministers, 

Government  intervention  in  the  grain  trade  of  Yugoslavia  this 
season  does  'not  'mark  a  wholly  hew  development  in  that  country.  During 
the  1930-31  crop  year  the  Government  authorised  the  privileged  Export 
Company  to  buy  up  all  the  domestic  wheat  offered  to  it  at  prices  materially 
above  the  world* s  price  level.     The  Privileged  Company : thus  secured  a 
corner  oh  the  Yugoslav  cror>.'  '••  By  the  end  of  1930  practically  all  of  the 
country's  siirplus  of  wheat  had  been  exported  ~by  the  Privileged  Company. 
The  losses  sustained  on  these  export  transactions  were  covered  by  the 
Gover  iment  in  a  special  appropriation.    Prices  within  the  country  during 
the  remainder  of  the  1930-31  season  were  maintained  by  raising  the  import 
duty  on  wheat  and  flour  to  a  prohibitive  level. 

It  was  the  success  of  the  privileged  Export  Company  during  the 
1939-31  season  in  maintaining  prices  to  domestic  producers  materially 
aoove  the  world  market  level  that  led  the  Government  this  season  to  es- 
tablish a  Government-  Monopoly  for  the  Import  and  export  of  wheat,  rye  and 
wheat  flour.     The  Government's  activities  in  this  field  during  the  present 
crop  year  are  much  the  same  as  they  were  in  1930-31.    The  new  feature  of 
the  situation  this  season  is  that  the  Government  has  taken  steps  to  recoup 
a  part  of  the  anticipated  losses  on  export  sales  by  Monopolistic  control 
of  internal  trade  and  prices. 

The  first  step  in  the  establishment  of  the  present  grain  monopol; 
was  the  law  enacted  on  June  27,  1931.    This  law  gave  the  State  the  exclusive 
right  to  import  and  export  wheat,  rye  and  wheat  flour,  thus  taking  the 
foreign  trade  in  these  items  completely  out  of  the  hands  of  private  dealers. 
The  same  Act  also  authorized  the  Minister  of  Commerce  and  Industries  to 
formulate  such  other  regulations  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  successful 

execution  of  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  law.   .  ,  ,  , 

a7    Based  on  actual  texts  of  the  law  and  on  interpretative  material  submit- 
ted by  J.  Barnard  gibbs,  Asst.  Agricultural  Commissioner  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  at  Belgrade.     Similar  reports  on  Government  aid  are 
planned  for  other  countries  of  the  Danube  Basin. 
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Under  the  broad  authority  granted  by  this  latter  provision  a  ; 
decree  was  issued  by  July  4,  1931,  authorizing  the  Minister  of  Commerce 
and  Industry  to  issue  regulations  granting  the  State  the  exclusive  right  g  L 
to  purchase  the  wheat  crop  of  any  specified  region  within  the  country. 
This  constituted  the  second  ster.  in  the  establishment  of  the  Monopoly. 
Immediately  after  this  latter  law  was  published  the  Minister  of  Commerce 
:nd  Industry  issued  a  decree  prohibiting  any  person  or  organization  except 
agencies  of  the  State  from  purchasing  wheat  in  the  Voivodina.     This^ large 
district,  in  northeastern  Yugoslavia  not  only  produces  the  best  quality 
wheat  grown  in  the  country  but  also  the  bulk  of  the  commercial  crop.  Thus 
the  Government  obtained  in  addition  to  its  monopoly  of  the  foreign  trade, 
a  complete  monopoly  of  the  bulk  of  the  commercial  wheat  crop  of  the  country, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  Government  announced  to 
farmers  that  the  privileged  Export  Company  world  purchase  all  of  the 
native  wheat  of  the  1931  crop  offered  to  it  at  prices  materially  above  pre- 
vailing market  prices.     These  prices  were  fixed  at  from  160  to  175  dinars   .  ; 
per  quintal (74  to  87  conts  per  bushel),  depending  upon  grade  and  type. 
The  willingness  with  which  farmers  availed  themselves  of  these  prices  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  deliveries  to  the  cooperatives  and  warehouses 
for  resale  to  the  Government  amounted  to  over  20 ,00r',000  bushels  by 
September  1.    Only  a  little  over  a  fourth  of  this  amount  was  exported  by 
the  Government  up  to  September  1.     The  remaining  portion  was  still  being 
held  by  the  cooperatives  and  merchants  for  delivery  to  the  Privileged 
Company  as  soon  as  a  market  could  be  found  for  it  at  prices  'which  would  not 
incur  too  heavy  a  loss  to  the  Government.    Of  that  portion  of  the  crop 
exported  by  the  Government  up  to  September  1  only  about  two-thirds  was 
actually  sold,  the  remainder  having  been  shipped  abroad  on  consignment. 

The  Government  estimated  at  the  time  domestic  prices  were 
fixed  that  the  probable  losses  on  the  quantities  of  wheat  exported  would 
average  around  70  dinars  per  quintal  (  34  cents  per  bushel).    Because  of 
the  very  low  prices  prevailing  in  the  export  market  during  July  and  Augaist, 
however,  the  losses  on  the  quantities  actually  sold  abroad  iip  to  September 
1  averaged  around  110  dinars  per  quintal  (53  cents  per  bushel).  Meanwhile 
the  expectations  of  the  Government  with  reference  to  profits  on  sales  of 
Voivodina  wheat  to  the  domestic  mills  were  not  being  realized.  The 
Government  had  hoped  to  recoup  n  considerable  part  of  the  anticipated 
losses  on  sales  in  the  export  market  by  the  profits  made  on  these  internal 
sales.     The  quality  of  the  wheat  produced  outside  of  the  Voivodina  in 
1931,  however,  v:as  much  better  than  normal,  so  that  the  mills  were  able  to 
secn.rc  fairly  good  wheat  at  prices  materially  lower  than  the  Government 
price  for  the  Voivodina  product.    As  a  result  the  Government  was  forced  to 
export,  at  a  heavy  loss,  a  larger  portion  of  the  Voivodina  crop  than  it 
had  expected.     In  these  circumstances  the  Government  found  it  necessary  to 
take  additional  steps  to  minimise  its  losses.    Accordingly,  a  decree  was  4  | 
issued  on  September  5,  1931,  providing  that  thereafter  the  Privileged 
Company  alone  should  have  the  legal  right  to  sell  wheat  to  the  mills. 
This  decree  constituted  the  third  and  final  step  in  giving  the  Government 
a  complete  monopoly  of  the  entire  wheat  crop  of  the  country. 
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THE  YUGOSLAV  SRAIF  MONOPOLY,  CONT'D 

The  price  maintenance  features  of  the  wheat  legislation  in  Yugo- 
slavia indicate  forcefully  the  extent  of  the  monopolistic  powers  with 
which  the  Government  has  endowed  itself.    In  the  first' place  all  prices 
paid  to  the  farmers  for  what  of  merchantable  quality  must  range  from 
160  to  175  dinars  per  quintal  (74  to  87  cents  per  bushel),  varying  in 
accordance  with  the  type  and  quality  of  the  product.  Proportionately 
higher  prices  are  to  "be  paid  om  wheat  delivered  later  in  the  season. 
Such  prices  will  he  based  on  the  original  fixed  prices  plus  carrying 
charges.    This  is  done  in  order  to  encourage  merchants  and  cooperatives 
to  carry  wheat  through  the  season  instead  of  making  all  deliveries  to 
the  Privileged  Company  immediately  after  harvest.    In  actual  practice  . ; 
most  of  the  purchases  by.  the  Privileged  Company  will  he -made  from  co- 
operative societies  and  merchants  to  which  a  commission  of  five  dinars 
per  quntal  (2.4  cents  per  "bushel)  above  the  fixed  prices  will  he  paid 
by  the  Company,     when  buying  direct  from  farmers  the' Privileged  Export 
Company  pays  only  the  fixed  prices,  hut  when  buying  from  the  cooperative 
and  the  merchants  it  pays  the  fixed  price  plus  an  additional  five  dinars 
per  quintal  (2.4  cents  per  bushel). 

The  new  regulations  require  that  all  of  the  wheat  offered  to  the 
Privileged  Export  Company  by  producers  or  by  cooperatives  and  merchants 
must  be  of  the  1931  harvest.    It  must  be  clean,  free  from  disease  or 
parasites,  and  must  not  be  mouldy  or  smutty,  thus  making  it  of  sufficiently 
high  quality  to  be  readily  marketable.    It  must  also  be  delivered  into 
railway  cars  or  barges  and  must  meet  : specified  requirements  as  to  weight 
per  bushel.    If  the  wheat  delivered  to  the  cooperatives  and  the  merchants 
by  the  farmers  is  lighter  than  the  prescribed  hectoliter  weight,  or  if 
it  has  more  than  the  prescribed  amount  of  foreign  matter,  the  buyers  are 
authorized  in. paying  for  the  wheat  to  deduct  from  the  quantity  delivered 
one  kilogram  (2.2  pounds)  per  100  kilogram  (220  pounds)  for  every  degree 
that  the  wheat  falls  below  the  specified  hectoliter  weight  or  for  each 
additional  per  cent  of  foreign  matter  above  the  specified  amount.  This 
throws  the  burden  of  delivering  merchantable  wheat  on  the  producers.  If 
a  farmer* s  wheat  does  not  conform  to  the  Government  standards  of  quality 
it  can  be  accepted  by  the  cooperatives  or  merchants  in  their  warehoiises 
at  a  price  equal  to  the  fixed  price  less  the  standard  reductions  above 
mentioned  and  less  the  expense  of  reconditioning.    The  privileged  Company 
itself  will  not  accept  wheat  that  does  not  conform  to  the  Governments 
standards  of  quality.  •  ... 

The  price  of  the  wheat  which  the  Privileged  Company  will  sell  to 
the  mills  will  be  considerably  higher  than  the  prices  paid  the  producer, 
as  is  indicated  in  the  table  at  the  top  of  the  following  page.  Moreover, 
the  prices  to  the  nil Irs  will  be  increased  from  month  to  month  throughout 
the  season.    This  will  force  millers  to . take  up  the  present ' supply  of 
wheat  held  by  the  Government  in  order  to  avoid  paying  higher  prices  as 
the  season  advances.    The  profit  thus  made  by  the  Government  will  be  used 
to  offset  the  losses  on  th©  propor-fcioii  of  the  #rop  sold  in  the  export 
market. 
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Within  the  country  itself  the  Privileged  Company  will  sell  wheat  onl;tf 
to  the  mills.    As  previously  indicated,  the  profit  made  on  these  sales  will 
he  used  to  offset  the  losses  which  the  Government  expects  to  sustain  on  the 
proportion  of  the  crop  that  will  have  to  he  exported.    So  far  as  possible 
the  exportable  surplus  will  he -sent  to  countries  which  grant  Yugoslavia 
special  import  privileges.    Commercial  treaties  have  been,  closed  with  Austria 
and  Czechoslovakia  whereby  500,000  quintals  (1,837,000  bushels)  of  wheat 
will  be  admitted  into  Austria  and  1,000,000  quintals  (3,674,000  bushels) 
into  Czechoslovakia  under  special  duties,  provided  these  treaties  arc  approved 
by  all  of  the  countries  which  have  most  favored  nation  agreements  with  the 
countries  involved  (see  footnote  page        ).      negotiations  for  similar  treaties 
arc  in  progress  with  Prance  and  Germany. 

^  is  as  yet  too  early  to  give  any  final  appraisal  of  the  results  of 
this  year's  operations.    That  the  governments  intervention  is  immediately 
advantageous  to  the  wheat  growers  is  obvious,  since  the  growers  are  enabled 
to  sell  their  crop  at  prices  far  above  the  world  level..    In  addition,  how- 
ever, important  long-run  advantages  are  claimed  for' the  new  regulations.  It 
is^ maintained  that  the  operations  of  the  monopoly  will  result  in  better  dis- 
tribution of  the  domestic  wheat  crop  within  the  country  in  consequence  of 
tile  milling  regulations  with  respect  to  type  of  wheat  ground;-  that  importa- 
tion of  wheat  and  flour  into  Yugoslavia  will  now  be  entirely  eliminated; 
that  the  former  practice  of  exporting  almost  exclusively  Voidodina  wheat 
whilst  importing  wheat  to  supply  the' deficiency  in  other  parts  of  Yugoslavia 
vail  cease;  and  that  production  of  a  better  average  quality  of  wheat  within 
tne  country  will  be  promoted. 


That  the  plan  should  tend  to  promote  the  foregoing  results  seems  clear. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  clear  that  each  of  these  alleged  advantages 
is,  m  and  of  itself,  a  real  advantage,  even  to  the  wheat  growing  industry. 
Insofar  as  the  system  results  in  higher  prices  to  the  farmers,  it  is  of  course, 
advantageous;  and  insofar  as  the  anticipated  improvements  in  the  quality  and 
geographic  distribution  of  the  crop  conform  to  the  essential  facts  of  Yugo- 
slavia s  position  as  a  producer  and  exporter,  they  too  must  be  accounted 
genuine  advantages.    But  insofar  as  the  system  disrupts  the  normal  channels 
cu  internal  and  external  trade  it  can  be  regarded  as  advantageous  only  because 
it  tends  at  the  same  time  to  achieve  other  results,  such  as  those  already 
mentioned,  which  are  expected  to  outweigh  the  disadvantages  of  such  action. 

I:oreover>  i^a  estimating  the  results  of  the  monopoly's  operation,  its 
ejects  upon  domestic  interests  other  than  the  wheat  farming  industry  must 

t^cen>into  acco.un;t,    In  effect,  the  system  confers  subsidy  upon  the  wheat- 
growing  industry  the  expense  of  which  must  be  borne  by  somebody.    Up  to  the 
present  time  the  greater  part  of  the, harden  has  fallen  directly  upon  the  ♦ 
national  treasury.    The  gvstem  con  tempi  at es,  however,   the  counterbalancing 
fl1,.9,  ^Se^part  of  the  losses  on  foreign  sales  by  profits  on  wheat  sold  to 
omcstic  mills;  and  insofar  as  it  . proves  possible,  to  compensate  losses  in 
ms  manner  the  burden  will  h'e  &Mfted  directly  to  domestic  consumers  of  the 
prcxJwta  of.  the  ^nrtnptvy.  " ' •

The  increase  in  wheat  prices  to  mills  has  in  turn  been  reflected  in 
higher  bread  prices,  and  in  order  to  insure  that  the  prices  of  bread  would 
be  in  proportion  with  the  prices  of  wheat,  a  Government  regulation  was  put 
into  force  by  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  and  Industry  on  September  11,  which 
fixed  the  price  of  white  bread  at  3.19  cents  per  pound  and  the  price  of 
dark  bread  at  2.0  cents  per  pound.  These  prices  are  about  .4  cents  higher 
than  those  which  prevailed  before  the  monopoly  control  was  established. 

The  monopolistic  position  of  the  Government  is  reinforced  by  pro- 
visions of  the  law  requiring  all  mills  to  submit  records  to  the  Privileged 
Company  showing  their  daily  milling  activities  and  the  -prices  at  which 
they  sell  flour  for  domestic  consumption.     If  mills  or  flour  merchants  sell 
flour  at  prices  that  are  not  in  accord  with  the  prices  fixed  for  domestic 
wheat,  the  Minister  of  Commerce  and  Industry  is  authorized  to  fix  standard 
.prices  for  flour  sold  within  the  country.    Furthermore  the  Government  im- 
poses regulations  with  respect  to  the  type  of  wheat  which  may  be  milled  in 
a  particular  region.    Commercial  mills  situated  in  the  Voivodina,  for  example, 
may  not  grind  Banat  and  Backa  (Voivodina)  wheat  in  excess  of  40  per  cent  of 
their  total  grindings.    %he  remaining  60  per  cent  must  consist  of  wheat  pro- 
duced in  other  regions  of  the  country.    Commercial  mills  in  other  regions 
of  the  country  may  not  grind  Banat  and  Baclca  wheat  in  excess  of  25  per  cent 
of  their  total  grinding.    The  remaining  75  per  cent  must  be  wheat  from  regions 
other  than  Banat  and  Backa.    These  latter  regulations  are  designed  to  bring 
about  a  goner,-,],  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  flour  and  to  make  its  price 
somewhat  more  uniform.    Thus  the  mills  which  previously  ground  only  the  low 
grade  wheat  produced  in  their  immediate  vicinity  will  be  compelled  to  secure 
a  part  of  their  grinding  requirements  from  districts  that  produce  the  better 
grades  of  wheat. 
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THE  YUGOSLAV  GRAI1J  LIOICPOLY,  COiTT'D 

NOTE:.     A  supplementary  report  indicates  that  the  Yugoslavian  Privileged 
Export  Conroany  has  had  unfortunate  results  in  connection  with  its  sale 
of  1,800,000  bushels  of  wheat  to  a  Government  controled  cooperative  in 
Czechoslovakia*    This  sale  was  made  before  the  August  price  decline, 
and  the  contract  stated  that  the  price  paid  by  the  Cooperative  was  to 
be  54.5  cents  per  bushel.    The  contract  also  stated  that  the  Privileged 
Export  Company  was  not  to  offer  any  more  wheat  for  sale  inside  Czecho- 
slovakia, because  such  sales  would  interfere  with  the  sale  of  the  wheat 
contracted  for  by  the  Cooperative.    This  part  of  the  contract  was  ad- 
hered to  by  the  Privileged  Export  Company,  but  before  important  quan- 
tities of  the  1,800,000  bushels  contract  had  been  received  by  the  Co- 
operative, a  German  firm  that  had  bought  wheat  from  the  Privileged 
Export  Company,  began  to  offer  a  part  of  it  in  Czechoslovakia.  This 
was  considered  by  the  Czechoslovakian  Cooperative  as  srfficicnt  pretext 
to  refuse  the  balance  of  the  wheat  contracted  for  from  the  Privileged 
Export  Company,  in  the  hope  that  it  would  thus  avoid  the  loss  it  would 
have  to  incur  as  a  result  of  the  decline  in  prices. 

A  large  portion  of  the  1,800,000  bushels  contract  had  already 
reached  Bratislava,  a/  when  it  was  refused  by  the  Cooperative.  The 
wheat  was  thenof fenalat  auction,  and  it  is  reported  that  over  367,000 
bushels  are  already  sold,  at  an  average  price  of  45.9  cents  per  bushel, 
which  is  13.5  cents  below  the  contracted  price.    It  is  reported  that 
the  quantities  sold  at  auction  are  being  bought  by  a  Yugoslavian  bank 
entirel?/  for  the  account  of  the  Yugoslavina  Privileged  Export  Company. 
If  such  is  the  case,  this  quantity  still  remains  a  part  of  the  Yugo- 
slavian surplus.
